TEVTUNS CLAM 
GREAT VICPRY 


Allege That Russian Lines 
North of Carpathians Have 
Been Broken and Many 
Prisoners Captured. 


* 


LONDON, May 4.—The Russians have 
hed at least partial fevenge for the de- 
feat ffiflicted upon them in Western 
Galicia by the Austrians and Germaus 
by badly beating the Turks who had 
invaded Persia. The defeat took place 
‘In a three days’ battle near the fréntier, 
and Petrograd reports that the Rub- 
slans inflicted heavy jospes on the 
Turks, 

if the success of the Russians has 
been followed up, military observers 
declare that Persia now should be free 
of her uninvited guests. 

This battle, however, was a smali at- 
fair when compared with what the 
Germans and Austrians claim they have 
done to the Russia in Galicia. Their 
reports tonight state that some 30,000 
Russians were captured and that ao 
large number of guns were ta 
There was no mention, however, of any 
towns, such as Gorlice and Tarnow, 
which were clone to the front, being 
captured, which leads the Britfsh mili- 
tary critics to the conclusion — that 
while the Germanic AlMes have won 
important local successes, they have not 
driven the Russians very far back. 
Should they succeed in doing this, how- 
ever, it le asserted that a general re- 
treat of the Russians would be impera- 
tive, and that the whole Carpathian of- 
fensive, on which the Russians have 
Spent so much time and so many 
lives, would be completely nullified. 

The Russian side of the story 1s 
anxiously awaited, for a big success. in 
the East, it ip believed here, would 
mean an immediate start of operations 
on @ large scale in the West, for which 
the Germans already are making pre- 
Pparationa, 

In Belgium thus far the fighting has 
been confined to the Ypres region, where 
the Germans claim to have captured 
some villages, which the British say 
they evacuated in the process of re- 
adjustment of their lines. 

The reports concerning the operations 
against the Dardanelles were confirmed 
today, when the British War Office and 
Admiralty issued reports, stating that 
after beating off Turkish attacks, the 
Allied forces had taken the offensive 
on the Gallipoli Peninsula and now 
were advancing into the interior. The 
Turks, on thelr side, continue to report 
the defeat of landing parties and 
Gamage done to the Allied warships, 
which are keeping up a lively fire on 
the Turkish forte In the Dardanelles 
Straits and at Smyrna,

RUSSIAN REPORT 
+ ON LATE HGHTS 


Direct Disagreement With Ger- 
man and Austrian Stories 
of Success—Attack on the 
West Coast of Black Sea. 


PETROGRAD, May 4.—The Russian 
War Office this evening issued the fol- 
lowing communication: 
“The enemy threatening Libau and 
Mitau remained passive yesterday. Both 
places are held by our troops. 
“Near Rossiena (about forty-five milea 
northwest of Kovo) there have been 
ekirmishes. ¢ 
“On the left bank of the Niemen, north 
of the Bobr and Narew Rivers, and on 
the “eft bank of the Vistula as: far as 
the Pilica, there. has been no important 
change. After a fight we ‘occupied 
several villages between the Netta and 
Egrbna, to the north of the great marsh. 
“The Germans attacked our position 
on the right bank of the Omulew on a 
someWhat wide front, but were forced 
to retreat in disorder by our fire. They 
abandoned their dead and wounded in 
front of our positions. 
“Farther to the south of the Pilica, 
the enemy, under cover of a strong ar- 
tllery fire, made several attacks. 
“Near LupuschKow the enemy's in- 
fantry on the second approached to with- 
in 200 paces of our trenches, but dur- 
ing the following night our counter-at- 
tack dislodged them with heavy losses 
from the entrenchments which they had 
constructed, and which we rendered use- 
less, 
Batteries in South 

“At certain points the enemy attempt- 
ed to cross the Nida River, but our 
counter-attack compelled him to evacu- 
ate the left bank altogether. 
“On the Vistula near Krasneff, the 
enemy, who had concentrated near our 
Position hurriedly and stubbornly, 
threw up entrenchments, but during the 
night of May 2-3 we attacked. with the 
bayonet and annihilated the troops oo- 
cupying them. We took 400 prisoners, 
including nine officers. . 
“In Galicia, from the Vistula to the 
Carpathians, a succession of battles de- 
veloped during May 2 and 3. Enemy 
detachments succeeded tn crossing to the 
right bank of the Dunajec, but our fire 
Prevented them from advancing farther 
than the bank. 
“The fighting was particularly desper- 
ate in the region of Tnuchow and Biecz, 
where the enemy artillery poured forth 
& larg’ volume of fire. 
“In the course of our counter-attacks 
we took several hundred prisoners, 
“We confirmed the presence at this 
point of German active army elements 
who were making their first appearance 
on our Carpathian front. 
“In the district of Stry, in the region 
of Golovetza, most fierce battle con- 
tinues, . Here one hill changed hands 
three times. Ww finally cafturea it 
yesterday morning. During the day we 
took a fresh batch of 1,200 prisoners, 
with five officers, and also capturing 
three mitrailleuses. 
“At the source of the River Svitze, an 
enemy attempt) to envelop our flank 
failed completely.

GAINING GROUND 
AGAINST TURKS 


Forces of Allies Said to Be 
Making Steady Headway on 
Gallipoli Peninsula—Aus- 
tralians and New Zealanders, 


LONDON, May 4.—The Daily Mall's 
correspondent at Sofia telegraphs that 
the Allies in thelr campaign on the 
Peninsula of Gallipoli have occupied 
Karadaf. The Mall suggests that this 
name is identical with Kurudagh, on 
the north neck of the Gallipoli penin- 
sula, and it assumes that the force that 
orcupied this place is that which land- 
ed at Enos from the Gulf of Saros. 
According to The Daily Mail's Athens 
correspondent, unconfirmed reports from 
Tenedos state that important engage- 
Ments are in progress on the penin- 
sula, The Turks are said to be strong- 
ly entrenched in positions defended with 
barbed wire entanglements. It is stat- 
od that among the prisoners taken. by 
the Allies there are many Christians 
Who were forced to fight in the Turk- 
jah army, 

Some British officers are reported to 
have expressed the opinion that the 
forcing of the straits will not be long 
delayed, owing to the vigorously re- 
newed shelling of the forts by the Al- 
Med feet. 

The landing of British troops contin- 
es at two unnamed points on the pen 
insula. The forts defending Maidos 
are said to have been destroyed by a 
bombardment from the land aide, and 
the British advance foree is said to 
have captured Maidos after it had prac- 
tically been destroyed by shells. * ‘The 
Turkish losses Were very great at that 
point, 

Reports from Dedeagatch state that 
the steamers’ Magda and Virginia have 
been captured by warships of the Al- 
Men and their cargoes of goods, dea- 
tined for Turkey, have been seized. 


Pighting ts Fierce 

MOUFROS, Tenedos; May 4.—Day 
and night fierce Sghting continues in 
the Dardanelles. The ships of the fleet 
are working th shifts, and the bombard. 
ment: is censciesa, In the words of a 
naval officer, “We are battering our 
way through the narrows, and it is 
bound to be a tough job.” 
In spite of the Turks’ desperate re- 
sistance the Allies have made steady 
Progress both oh land and on sea. Most 
of the vital points of the enemy's d¢- 
fences are strongly invested. Torpedo 
craft, with the utmost daring, oftén 
amounting to Héfoiam, have been en- 
Saged in the pi of landing par- 
tes, and Have consequently been sub- 
jected to a heavy shrapnel fire. 

The Australian and New Zealand 
troops fought magnificently against a 
determined and well equipped army of 
the enemy, Among the prisoners are

JAPAN AND CHINA 


A correspondent aske us If we can tell 
him the origin of the trouble that hes 
arisen between China and Japan. ft 
would take many columns to answer 
this question in full, but a brief sum- 
mary of the most recent magters that 
have led up to what appears an impesse 
may give some enlightenment; for they 
are the culminating events of a certain 
process that has been, going on for sev- 
eral years. - Latterly the Japanese have 
been taking each year a larger and 
larger share of the foreign trade of 
China. To promote this commerce it 
has been the policy of the Japanese to 
obtain, where possible in China, such 
trade concessions as will facilitate their 
expanding commereiai life. Korea, once 
open to the merchants of all nations, is 
now barred by the Japanese tariff wall. 
Japan has always tacitly given it to be 
understood that she held a prescriptive 
right to exert more influence in. China 
than any other foreign power. This in- 
fuence has deen steadily growing, and 
it has been fostered by her alliance with 
Great Britein, though regularly op- 
posed by Germany at the time the latter 
power made herself felt in the Bast.

‘dapan having gained a new foothold 
on Chinese territory, evidently” deemed 
the time ripe to increase her political 
and commercial prestige in thet country. 
The demands that she first made were 
somewhat sweeping in character and 
there i» little doubt that some of them 
were incompatible with the principles of 
the open door, and indeed they trenched 
on established British interests. They 
were hastily formulated and since then 
have been. modified to some extent. We 
do not know, even now, if they can be 
considered fair and reasonable. Jt is 
common knowledge that Japan regards 
the influence she can exert in China 
as of high importance to her political 
future. At first there was a tkndenty 
on the part of the Chinese to display 
open hostility to Japan when the present 
crisis arose, but since then the Goy- 
ernment of the formar country has pro- 
mulgated the strictest injunctions to the 
civil, military and naval authorities to 
refrain from any sort of action cajcu- 
lated to provoke trouble. The British 
interests in China are many and power- 
ful, and if they are lable to be inter- 
fered with because of the attitude of 
Japan, or if the principles of the open 
door are in danger of being violated, 
there is hardly a doubt that Bir Edward 
Grey will make such representations 
as will lead Japan to modify her de- 
mands. It is possible he has done #0 
already. The difficulties experienced by 
the Chinese in increasing their trade of 
their own volition, and, hitherto, the 
lack of a progressive spirit in the Gov- 
ernment of that country, in part ac- 
counts for the influence Japan, as her 
nearest neighbor, has acquired, and ac- 
counts also for the desire to make use 
of the present golden opportunity. With 
German influence obliterated in the East 
and the other great powers preoccupied 
in graver affairs, Japan is pressing her 
claim for a greater part in the life of 
her neighbor, 

What we have written will give our 
correspondent an idea of what has 
caused the present impasse, which we 
hope will be solved without further 
friction. There are some who say that 
German: ififluence and German money 
have promoted thé hostility in Chiga to 
the Japanese demands, but we hardly 
think that it would be possible to prove 
this. The attitude of Japan towards 
her neighbor is the outcome of @ series 
of cumulative évents of which it would 
be difficult to give an accurate history 
in brief space. It i# sufficient to say 
that it is the announced policy of the 
Japanese Government to take no steps 
that will endanger existing treaties and 
agreements, nor do we believe she has 
any intention of violating the territorial 
integrity of China. At some future 
time we hope to deal with British in- 
terests in _ China, and then, ‘perhaps 
our readers will obtain a fuller concep- 
tion of affairs in that country, and 
of foreign ambitions there than it is 
possible to give in an endeavor to ans- 
wer the question asked by our corre- 
spondent.

CANADIANS LOSE

claimed that the Canadians have again 
‘been in action and that on Friday last 
they had to surrender their trenches.

While there js a movement toehorten 
the course in the elementary schools, it 
is proposed to'make the high schools 
cover the work of the junior colleges. 
The effect af this on the universities 
would be to make students more mature 
and ‘the colleges really institutions»of 
higher learning: - 
The tendency for many years has 
been to lengthen the period young men 
and women spend in school. While it 
is possible to waste time in this way, 
there is a danger in hurrying pupils 
and students. It-is, perhaps, inevitable 
that courses should be laid out, but it 
ie a question whether the seoret of 
much of the waste time and energy 
does not Ile In compelling all the pupils 
in a class to do go much work in every 
subject in a given time: The child who 
has a natural talent for languages is 
compelled to mark time in reading, 
while number ‘work is being learned, 
and vice versa. As high « standard in 
drawing is required of the child without 
mechanical ability as is set before the 
little one with a genius for art. 
It ts an easy thing to point this out, 
but a very hard task to remedy it. 
Still, it is time to consider whether 
school systems dp not tend, in new 
countries, towards - mediocrity. Is it 
possible to allow pupils in our public 
achools who have a special talent to 
develop it without neglecting tho 
studies for which they have little 
capacity, and, perhaps, a positive dis- 
taste? In there any reason, in the 
nature of things, why Jane must re- 
main In the second reader, which she 
already knows by heart, till she has 
solved a certain number of problems in 
arithmetic, or that John must go over 
those same problems after they have 
lost all interest’ for Lim until he cao 
spell and read pagaably? Is it beyond 
the ingenuity of educators to form a 
plan more natural and at the same 
time more economical than the graded 
system hay proved?

PUBLIC RECEPTION 
HELD AT NEW CHURCH 


Many People Listen to Ad- 
dresses by Prominent Resi- 
dents at Opening Meeting of 
Firet. Presbyterian Church. 


A large attendance marked the first 
public meeting and reception .given in 
the new First Presbyterian Church, 
situated @t the corner pf Quadra and 
Visgard Streets, on Monday night, in 
accordance With the ceremonies that 
have been planned in connection with 
the dedication ‘of @he church. . Mayor 
Stewart whs In‘ the chair, and was sup- 
ported by. the gentlemen who delivered 
short addresses during the evening, and 
Rev. J. G. Inkster, pastor of the church. 

After a reading from the Scriptures 
an@@ prayer by the Rev. John Campbell, 


-Mayor Stewart made a few introductory 


remarks regarding the development of 
the church from the year 1861, the be- 
ginning of Presbyterianism in British 
Columbia. The bership during the 
pastorate of Mr. Inketer had’ increased 
from 315 to over 900, whije the yearly 
income was today $12,000, whereas two 
years ago it was only $4,000. 

Mr. Parker Williams, M.P.P., was the 
first speaker, He discussed the func- 
tions of the Christian church from the 
standpoint of the layman and pointed 
out that religious fnstitufions of to- 
day do not show the influence that 
would be expected from their large 
thembership He exhorted them to greater 
efforts in this direction. and discussed 
wome of the probleme that would face 
the churches in the future. 

Revs. Dr. Scott, J. B. Warnicker, F. 
A. P. Chadwick and H. E. B. Speight, 
in, the name of their different denomina- 
tions,“ welcomed the new addition to 
the religious buildings of the city, and 
emphasized the growing sense of co- 
operation between the various denom- 
‘nations that was displacing the old 
spirit of what might be termed rivalry. 
Mr. F. W. Witham discussed the supple- 


committee, and Mr. J, G. Brown, sec- 


retary to the committee, gave a history 
of the building of the church and some 
outline of its hopes for the future. 
The Hon. W. J. Bowser, Acting 
Premier, expressed his pleasure at hav- 
ing the opportunity of being present on 
the occasion, and his appreciation of the 
sterling qualities of Mr-Inkster: ~In his 
public duty of superintendi: the ad- 
ministration of justice, he atknowledged 
the @esistance he had often received 
from the churches. In the outlying 
districts of the srovince in particular 
the presence of a missionary invariably 
was an earnest of the progress of that 
locality, During times of depression, 
such as was being experienced by the 
grea part of the world at present, 
the services of the ministers of the 
church were invaluable. Mr. Bowser 
remarked upon the wonderful change of 
opinions upon many subjects during the 
last decade, which was in large measure 
due to the church. He instanced the 
Liquor Act that had been accepted with- 
out a dissenting voice by the Provincial 
Parliament in 1910. The ee re- 


strictions, that the Act impqsed would 
not have been accepted ten years ago, 
which was the result of the’ education 
of public opinion by the church. This 
system of education would be one of 
the duties of the Christian church in 
coming years.

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FURTHER BFPORT 
MIST BE MADE 


Premier Asquith, Though Con- 
fident of Final Success, 
Points to Necessity of Wise- 
ly Using Nation's Resources, 


e —— 


LONDON, May 4.—Premier Asquith, 
addressing a meeting of a committee 
formed to encourage recruiting among 
employes of the wholesale and retail 
districts throughout the country’ today, 
said that out of 780,000 clerks and other 
Workers in these trades, 430,000 had 
joined the army. 

The Premier stated that inquiries 
Were being made in regard to recruiting 
in the cotton trade, biscuit manufac- 
tories, and other branches of inéustry, 
with a view to making @ further appeal. 

Mr. Asquith proceeded to point out 
that women had done much to release 
men for the army. Up to April 24, 
more than 00 women had enrolled on 
the war register initiated by the Board 
of Trade, In one of the largeat engin- 
eering works in Newcastle, in the de- 
Partment devoted to the m&nufacture of 
shells, he saw three or four thousand 
women ‘at work. If that could be done 
in an occupation so far removed from 
the normal activities of women, it ought 
to be a far easier task in other trades. 

Never in the history of any nation 
has the recognition for unity been more 
ciear and universal, or “obedience more 
Prompt and more unselfish,” he said. 

“We have made a magnificent begin- 
ning. We have stemmed the tide of 
agsression, and the men have displayed 
& spirit worthy of the best traditions 
of the race, I would say to the nation, 
‘proceed in the same way and in the 
same temper,’ 

“Every breach in our first line has 
been made good, and there are still in 
reserve unused, and, to the enemy, un- 
suspected resources, which you must 
mobilize and organize to the full. 1 
am not the least ashamed to call my- 
self an optimist: not that I under-rate 
the enemy, the gravity of the struggle, 
cr the need for the unsleeping exercise 
of our national qualities of patience, 
constency, reason and fortitude, I am 
an optimist because I believe in the 
righteousness of our cause. and because 
1 am confident that by co-operative ef- 
fort and self-sacrifice there is: nothing 
that we shall leave undone to bring that 
cause—be the struggle short er long— 
to a decisive and glorious issue.”

Field Marshal: Sir John French 
Reports on: Use of Poison 
by Germans—Causes Death 
and Perinanent Injuries, 


LONDON, May 4.—There has been 
given out in London a report on the 
use of asphyxiating gases by the Gér- 
Mans from Sir John French, the Brit- 
ish Comm: -in-Chief, which reads: 
“The een ~6employed by the Ger- 
mans have been ejected from pipes 
Jaild into the trenches, It has been 
produced also by the explosion of 
shells specially manufactured for this 
purpose. German troops who attacked 
under cover of these gases were pro- 
vided with specially designed respira- 
tors, Which were issued In'sealed pack- 
ages to all points on the line. This 
shows the methodical preparation on a 
large scale. 

“A week before the Germans first 
Used this method, they announced in 
their reports that we were making use 
of asphyxiating gases. At that time 
there appeared to be no reason for this 
falsehood. Now it i# obvious that it 


Proof of the deliberate mature of the 
intreduction by the Germans of this 
new and illegal Weapon. It shows that 
they recognized the illegality and that 
they were anxtous to forestall neutral, 
and probably domestic, criticiams, 
“Since the enemy first made use of 
this method of covering his advance 
with a cloud of poisoned air, he has 
Tepeated it both on the offensive and 
defensive when the wind has been 
favorable. 

“The effect of this gas is not merely 
disabling or painiesaly fatal, as has 
been suggested in the German press. 
Those victims who do not’ succumb:on 
the field, and who can be brought into 
nospitais, suffer acutely, and a large 
Proportion of the cases die a painful, 
Mogering death, 

“Those Who survive are in little bet- 
ter whape, as the Injury to their lungs 
appears to be of a permanent charac- 
ter and reduces them to a condition 
which points to thelr being Invallds 
for fe. These effects must have been 
well Known to the German scientists 
Who devised this new weapon, and to 
the military authorities who sanctioned 
ite use,
